popularly known as “Three Strikes 
and You’re Out"); $22 Billion Trust 
Fund (only available to those states 
who toe the line by changing their 
sentencing and detention laws to 
conform to the tougher, more right- 
wings ones being considered by 
Congress; Criminal Alien 
Deportation (a non-permanent 
resident alien convicted of a felony 
would no longer have a right to a 
deportation hearing; Alien Terrorist 
Deportation (aliens involved in legal 
fundraising or political support of an 


alleged terrorist organization would 


be subjected to special deportation 


procedures permitting the use of . 


secret evidence). 

We did this to show how, 
under the cloak of legality, the US 
ruling class is putting a police state 
in place. The goal is the legal 
expansion of federal control. The 
tactic they use is to develop bills 
which supposedly address the issues, 
e.g. violence in society, that the 
masses of people are concerned 
about.

In that respect it mirrors the RICO

Organization) Act. At least five of © 
the following characteristics define a 
gang: formal membership with the 
required initiation or rules for 
members; a recognized leader; 
common clothing, languages, tatoos; 
turf where the group is known; and 
a group name. These guidelines are 
so broad that they could apply to the 
New York Knicks, the Dallas 
Cowboys or the local Boy Scout 
Trodp.

$10 million allotted them. 
The school board superintendent 
received a yearly salary of 


$116,345, double what a district of

The arrest of 
some of the corrupt officers in the 
notrious under cover crackhouse 
known as the 77th Precinct in Bed- 
Stuy, Brooklyn, did not stop the 
traffic in drugs and guns by the 


police, nor the

Adolf [nee Rudolph] Guiliani 
presses onward in his relentless 
campaign against the city’s poor.

John Dyson’s remarks on welfare 
which were called 
insensitive and uninformed by 
advocates for the poor. Questioned 
as to the proposal’s insensitivity to 
minorities and how well Guiliani 


and he could run a city that has a 


minority of white people, Dyson 
replied “two white guys have been 


running this city of immigrants for - 


two hundred years." Adolf walked 
out of the press conference in anger 
when the questioning got tough.

But what is most important to 
note here is that while I was 
adamantly anti-amerikan, I was not 
pro-New Afrikan. I was stuck in 
the criminal/colonial mindset that 
most of us never really break out of. 


And it is because of this mindset 


that my criminality, while being 
anti-amerikan, was not threatening 
to the empire.... I didn’t really look 
at the LAPD (Los Angeles Police 
Department) as the frontline offense 
force of the state and, therefore, an 
occupying army in our community. 
The Bloods were my "worst" 
enemies at that time - or so I 
thought. If there had been 
revolutionaries around in my life 
then, I’m sure I would have taken 
that path, and saved myself from 
hardship. Needless to say there 
weren't any, so I’ve had to learn 
some very bitter lessons by trial and 
error, at the expense of half of my 
life. 






The Attack on Black Youth 


Matcoim x taught us that you 
can’t communicate with your enemy 
unless you speak his language. So 
if Black people are to be successful 
in waging our struggle for liberation 
we must understand the language of 
politics. Fascism and the State are 


key terms in this language of 
We cannot understand, 


politics. 
much less. combat, the fascism 
which is moving to seat itself in the 
US, unless we know the nature of 
the state. In Mexico, a combatant 
in the Zapatista National Liberation 
Army recently noted, "[I]t was only 
when we picked up our guns that 
the Government listened to us." 
Their experience and study had 
clearly taught them that behind the 
facade of “government” lies the 
State, a body of armed men who 
defend the interests of the ruling 
class. 

Fascism represents the most 
right wing sector of that ruling class 


under a dying De no longer 
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characterized by industry and 
competition but by finance and 
monopoly. A dying capitalism 
means even greater unemployment 
and the accelerated deterioration of 
education, health, housing and the 
other basic necessities of life. 
These cutbacks breed a resistance 
which fascism responds to through 
rule by naked force. 

We can understand it a little 
better by looking at the example of 
New York City, the international . 
center of finance, politics and 
culture. What happens in New 
York is usually a forerunner for the 
rest of the US. Adolph Giuliani, 
the mayor of New York City is a 
fascist. But it is his words and 
deeds, not his looks which make 
him dangerous. His victory was a 
call to the forces of conservatism 
which pushed everyone in the 
electoral political arena to the 
right. On March 16th, Giuliani

National Independence is based on 
the historical manifestation of our 
national oppression in racist 
capitalist America. This theory 
negates nothing from our history 
although it establishes its pragmatic 
foundation on prevailing conditions, 
and moves from these conditions, 
building conceptual understanding of 
how our practices must conform to 
given realities, if we are to be free. 
The Three Phase Theory for 
National Independence is based on 
the principles of dialectical 
materialism, determining the need of 
both class and national struggle.

Black people’s salvation can only 
come form the expropriation of. land 
and capital. This is fundamental to

agencies and officers that protect 
and amass capital are the true 
enemies and targets for strategic 


- assaults. 


The theory of force and 
Revolutionary violence for the 
captive Black nation is not a 
question of deprivation, civil rights 
or terrorism. Nor is Revolutionary 
violence motivated out of frustration 
and aggressiveness to seek 
vengeance. Revolutionary violence 
is not a reactive or impulsive action, 
but rather a political and military 
strategic objective to break out of 
captivity and turn defeats into 
victories, to build and consolidate 
revolutionary forces in the 
Nationalist Liberation struggle. 
This is what is meant by self- 
determination for the captive 
African nation. The question of 
Revolutionary violence for an 


oppressed captive nation is not a. 


question at all. It is a mandate, a 
historical right and mission that is 


fundamentally necessary to advance 


the revolutionary force inside 


America. Our children’s children’s 


future depends upon it. The theory 
of force and revolutionary violence 
is a functional and vital part of the 
overall Black nationalist's 
democratic struggle. 

The tactics are ten against one, 
and strategy one against ten, using a 
few to defeat many, and many to 
defeat.a few. This is the law of the 
guerrilla. Ultimately, the strategic 
objective is to advance the 
Revolutionary Nationalist struggle to 
armed struggle against the racist 
finance monopoly state, and to seize 
state power inside the national 


territory. This may take 5, 10, 15, 


20, or 50 years, but under no 
conditions should Blacks 
compromise the objective. The 
fight is for self-determination, and 


each generation must continue to 


advance this cause and fight until 
captive Africans in America are 
liberated from the yoke of racism, 
capitalism, and cultural 
imperialism. 

Many heroic revolutionaries have 
given their lives, and may comrades 
have shed their blood and were 
driven behind the walls; many 


innocent Black people have suffered . 


daily from the racist and fascist US 
government... .'. ease ais 
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By nature Black people are 
humble people, and humanitarians, 


but our humanity and culture have 


been fiercely decimated by the racist 
US government. Black people have 
been and continue to live under the 
fear and threat of a police state and 
genocide. It is our duty to fight, 
and Black people must fight because 
it is the greatest honor and most 
precious deed to pay our proud 
tradition and humanity. 

Having a correct political and 
military line is fundamental to our 
Success. To understand the concept 
of Revolutionary violence in practice 
we must learn from the lessons of 


the FLN in the Battle of Algiers: in 


order to build the people’s resistance 
movement against violence, all acts 
of violence against the people must 
be countered with retaliatory strikes. 


These strategic assaults must be 


highly secretive and calculated. 






These strikes against the enemy 
cannot be reactive or motivated by 
revenge, but must be strictly 
militarily feasible. The overall 
success of these assaults is the 
ultimate objective, and the success 
should bring a victory to the people, 
by the army, for the people. To be 
successful careful planning, superior 
intelligence, precision timing, and 
mobility are paramount. Retaliatory 
Strikes must give impetus to our 
National Liberation struggle, and 
not emotional or subjective highs. 
The end results of all strikes must 
provide concrete material resources 


to the struggle, whether in the form 


of capital, military procurement, or 
the elimination of powerful enemies. 
Selective hits and kidnappings of 
killers of Black people should only 
be operationalized when substantial 
political organizing and politicizing 
has been done by the revolutionary 
forces and have entrenched 
themselves within that specific 
community. This will provide an 
invisibility of the soldiers of the 
movement, and also give rise and 
elevate the consciousness of the 
masses. | a 
However, our people must bear 
in mind that this form of resistance 
is tactical in nature, and never an 
end in itself. Our military tactics 
always support and advance our 
political struggle, and vice versa. 
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We are involved in a protracted 
war, which demands that we be 
zealous, courageous, patient, 
unwavering, and vigilant. 

Starting from these basic 


premises, the Black Liberation

people's war. To build this army it

Superior training, an indomitable 
fighting spirit, superior firepower, 
and mobility are essential in turning 
small isolated victories into larger 
coordinated victories. In

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Economic Crisis and the Rise of the Right 


There can be little doubt that 


the mood of the beleaguered ruling 
circles in the US is fast 
consolidating the pre-eminence of 
the right. Indeed not simply the 
right wing but the most reactionary 
sectors thereof. 

Domestically we are 
experiencing one of the more 
serious cyclical crisis of capitalism. 
Ushering in the "free market" 
foreign policy at home, economic 
poll after economic poll, from polls 
showing a “growth” economy to 
dooms day polls, show that the 
market is neither free nor 
democratic.

Who Are the Human Rights Violators? 


Document submitted by the Sudanese

Amnesty International describes 


itself as a worldwide voluntary 
movement that works to prevent 
some of the gravest violations by 
governments of peoples fundamental 
human rights. The following table 
is extracted from statistics and data 
provided by Amnesty International 
regarding four countries: The USA, 
Britain, Israel and the Sudan. 

The four countries were chosen 
by the Research Unit of the Mission 
of Sudan to the United Nations 
because the United States, ignoring 
its own human rights violations, 
decided to add the name of Sudan to 
the list of countries sponsoring 
terrorism for mere political reasons 
and is also known for aa 
human rights. issues.. 
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The table below, from the 
perspective of an independent 
source, clearly shows that the level 
of human rights violations in the 
Sudan, as a least developed country, 
is far below that of each of the 
countries listed hereunder. The 
comparison in the table also reveals 
the glaring politicization of human 
rights issues with reference to the 
case of the Sudan. 

*The figures cited above are 
provided by Amnesty International 
Report April 1993 and are not 
comprehensive. They do not 
include, for example, the gross 
violations of the human and political 
rights of about 40 million African 
Americans for over a century, and 
other violations such as the 
mysterious killing by fire of about 
100 persons, including children and 
women in Waco, Texas, where the 
incident was not investigated or 
even received a fair media coverage.

In March the United Nations 
declared that over 70 people had 
been killed by the Haitian military. 
The increased terror is an attempt to 
stamp out ‘any’ continuing support 
for the country’s exiled President, 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

In March alone, 21 bodies have 
appeared, a vast majority of them in 
Cite Soleil, a slum known for its 
high concentration of people loyal to 
President Aristide. At least one 
body, that of Daddy Pierre, a well- 
known Aristide supporter, had the 
whole face cut off. 

Other bodies have been found 
with features disfigured by machete 
and knife wounds. A senior official 
with the international human rights 
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observer mission in Haiti said the 
faces had been mutilated to make 
identification difficult. 

Several dismembered corpses 
have been left in the streets of Cite 
Soleil, where they have lain in for 
hours and sometimes even for days 
before being collected and taken to 
the city morgue. 

One resident asserted that anyone 
daring to remove or grieve over the 
bodies was targeted afterward. 

Home to around 200,000 people, 
Cite Soleil has retained much of its 
militant reputation even as pro- 
Aristide voices in the provinces have

Today, they are raffling off the 
second-largest bank in Colombia, 
one called Banco de Colombia..." 

Although Colombia’s 
macroeconomic indicators look 
good, not all boats are rising. The 
number of people living below the 
poverty line has increased by about 
one million since 1990, to include 
about half of Colombia’s population 
of 33 million. In 15 years, the gap 
between average rural and urban 
incomes doubled. 

"Blind people believe that 
armed uprisings of the poor don’t 
match the happy times in which we 
live: times of cellular telephones, of 
newspapers with pink pages just like 
The Financial Times, of 
privatizations and of free-trade 


treaties,” Antonio Caballero, one of 


Colombia’s most acerbic left-wing 
columnists, wrote in a news weekly, 
Cambio 16 Colombia. 

“Our countries are countries of 
two floors: a penthouse built on a 
slum," he continued. 
“Neoliberalism has a simultaneous 
double effect: filling the penthouse 
with electronic goodies, including 
burglar alarms, while making the 
slum below ever more uninhabitable

shuffling them around, making it 
impossible for them to complete a 
school grade on time. The bulk of 
the money received, however, is 
used up in exorbitant salaries and 
administrative expenses, with mere 
pennies actually reaching the 
children and the program. 

Most often, the teaching staff of 
these classes, although they are paid 
higher salaries than regular teachers, 
are improperly trained, do not 
understand the children, are afraid 
of them, and care very little about 


them. Academic classes are not 


emphasized and generally the 
children accept the labels placed on 
them, such as "learning disabled, 


- mentally retarded or emotionally 


imbalanced," and the children’s self- 
confidence is eventually shot. We 


send eager and intelligent babies to 


these schools and they are placed 
into these classes because their 
teachers, not recognizing that these 
children are indeed specially gifted, 
wrongly label them 
"uncontrollable", when most times 
they are simply unchallenged and 
bored. - 

The Special Education system on 
a national level is a perpetration of 
fraud, and represents a clear human 
rights violation of these children. 
Once in SPE, it is almost impossible 
to get the children out. Some 
battles for the release of the children 
are fought for years and before you 
know it, the children graduate out of 
SPE, with a worthless diploma. 
- Inadequately prepared 
academically....these children are 
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poor competitors in this modern 


world of technology. Most of these 
children find themselves 
unemployable, or unable to maintain 
employment that pays ‘living 
wages," and thus the revolving door 


to the prison system starts slowly © 


turning. Studies indicate that two 
out of five prison inmates are either

illiterate or were at one time placed 
in SPE classes. These children are 
set up from about age seven for the 
prison system.

There are few options 
available for those young Black men 
and women who are the products of 
its “education” system. Many do 
not even graduate from high school. 
Of those who do, many lack the 
interest Or preparation for college. 
Some of them may join the Army, 
not to defend the country, but to 
develop some job skills. But many 
more are drawn into the street life, 
where the returns on even petty 
crime far outweigh a minimum wage 
at McDonalds. The drugs and guns 
that flood the Black and Latino 
‘community are produced and 
manufactured outside that 
community and enter with the 
participation and for the profit of the 
US ruling class. While making 
huge profits for Black and Latino 
middlemen, the drugs and guns 
devastate its residents. The 
violence, organized and random, is 
pervasive. | Drive-by shootings, 
attacks by crackheads, destruction of

the state occasionally suffers losses, 
such as a cop killed, due to the 
sheer proliferation of weapons and 
the callous attitude towards life 
which has developed among the 
most alienated. But the 
bourgeoisie’s sheer cold-bloodedness 
even turns such losses into benefits 
for their campaign. The death of 


every cop (who is always a "hero ) 
is accompanied by calls for the 





death penalty and reiteration of the 


propaganda that a policeman’s life is 
more important than that of an 
ordinary citizen. The search for the 
assassin whose act has “attacked the 
very fabric of society" justifies the 
suspension of civil liberties in 
communities of color. New Yorkers. 
saw that in the undeclared state of 
emergency that was declared in the 
Black community when the police 


- were seeking Larry Davis (aka 


Adam Abdul Hakim). who had 
escaped unscathed in a legendary 
shootout with police in 1985. The 
cordoning off and sudden invasions 
of the community were accompanied 
by house to house searches and 
break-ins without a warrant until he 
was captured. 

In mid-March of this year, the 
Manhattan and the Bronx were the 


scenes of random and arbitrary stops 


and searches of Black/Latino men 
who were being sought for the 
killing of a cop who had caught 
them in the middle an attempted 
robbery. 

Those who attend college may 
temporarily evade the armed force 
of the state on the street. But even 
in that situation, there are no 
guarantees. When “open 
admissions" was instituted in New 


York’s City University in the early. 


1970s, Black and Latino students 
entered in record numbers. Shortly 


thereafter, what had been a free 


institution began charging tuition. 
By 1994, these Black and Latino 
students are facing admissions 
criteria and rising tuition fees which 
will diminish their ranks. 
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importantly, they see the 
Chancellor, Ann - Reynolds, 
proposing changes which will make 
science and technology, keys to 
employment, nearly unavailable in 
the institutions in their communities. 
As their hopes for a secure future 
are shattered and their resistance 
increases, they too will be forced to 
confront the armed force of the 


State. The massive protests in 1989- 
90 against tuition cuts led to. 
building takeovers and battles with 


the police and security guards 
resulting in numbers of arrests. In 
response the City University has 


instituted more stringent security 


measures On campus and reduced 
community access to its facilities. 

In this regard, we must recall 
the lessons of our recent history. 
During the 1960s, there were many 
students who thought that their 


Status protected them from the 


violence of an emerging fascism. 


They protested the war in Vietnam 


and demanded Black Studies. Police 
beat up students on the campus of 


that bastion of liberalism Harvard 
The National Guard 


University. 
killed unarmed students at Kent 
State and Jackson State. 

The ultimate irony faces those 
who’ve entered the armed forces. 


In that capacity, they are supposed 


to function as an arm of the state. 


But most of them entered for 


economic and educational reasons, 


not patriotic ones. As the Persian
